POPULATION , 

An enumeration of th(> population of the District, made by the 
'Metropolitan police durinj; April, IW05, showed the total number of 
ilohabitants to be 323,123. and bears out the opinion previously 
Kprcssed by the health department that the federal Census of lOOb 
was inaccurate. The white popidation numbered 227,428 and the 
[Colored population 95,695. The following table shows, in sufli- 
linent detail for the purposes of this report, how the population of 
^e District is made up:

Accepting for bases of computation the results of the police c 
of March, 1S97. and of April, 1905, the estimated population of the 
District in the middle of the calendar year 1904 was as follows:

In view of the uncertainty incident to all estimates of population, 
has been deemed best not to undertake to estimate the population 
of the District by classes other than those named above, viz, white 
and colored. The estimated population stated above is the basis for 
the computation of all morbidity and mortality rates for the calendar 
year 1904.

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GENERAL MORTALITY— CALENDAR VE 



Tho estimated death rates for the population of the District as a 
whole and for the white and the colored portions of it are shown in 
the following statements: 

Dtaltu and lUaih rale$ by ract dwing the caUndar year 1904. 
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The general death rate for 1904 was somewhat higher than the 
death rate for the year immediately preceding, but lower than the 
average for the past t«n years. The increase was due to a rise in 
the death rates of both the white and the colored population, as will 
appear by reference to the table set forth above. 

MorUdity with refererice. to race and sex. — The increased mortality 
during 1904 was due not only to an increase in the number of deaths 
among the white and among the colored people, but furthermore to 
an increase in the deaths occurring both among males and among 
females in each race. The largest increase occurred among white 
lemales and the smallest among white males. Among the colored 
race the increase was greater among males than among females. The 
figures showing the net increase in each race are set forth in the fol- 
ing table. No conclusions of value can be drawn from them in the 
absence ol more or less accurate knowledge as to the increase or the 
decrease in the number of males and females of each race during tho 
past two years. 

AfortalUy iviik refrrence to naiimty of decedents. ^Amoag persons 
bom in the Pistrict of Columbia there was an actual falling off in the 
number of deaths. The net result, however, a diminution of 58 
decedents, was due to the relatively small number of deaths occur- 
ring among white males and among colored males and females. 
There was a considerable increase in the number ot deaths that 
occurred amon^ white females born in this District. Among resi- 
dents of this District bom elsewhere, whether white or colored, 
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whether male or female, and whether natives of the United States 
(ir (if fiireipn cmintrifs, there was uniformly an increase in the num- 
ber of deaths. Tn what extent this increase was due to an increase 
in the number of residents who were bom in other countries can 
not be determined; bnt in view of the rather rapid ijicroase in the 
population of the District, it may be presumed that tiiia was an 
important factor. The following table shows the result of a detailed 
analysis of the mortality of the District in 1904 witn reference to 
the nativity of the decedents. This, however, can not explain the 
diminution in the number of native decedents, as the figures given 
above represent a decrease in the actual number of deaths m this class 
of the population and not a relative number. The increased num- 
ber of deaths among white females is peculiar, but can not be 
explained: notwithstanding a decrease among nil other classes of the 
white native-bom population, there was, as has been pointed out, a 
considerable increase in the number of deaths occurring among 
native-born white females, and the increase in the number o! deatbS 
among white female-s bom in other parts of the United States was 
out or all proportion to the increase in the number of deaths among 
white males of the same class. 
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^45'*' at (Iraffi. — The uveragp iifn" itL iloatli (if wliito (Iftcdeiita ruse 
from 42 years, 9 months, and '22 days, in 190;j, tn 4;t years, S month.s, 
and 2;i days, in 1904, The average age- at death of colored decedents 
rose during the same period from 2<J years, 2 months, and 27 days to 
30 years, I month, and i2 days. This increaao is ([iiite as likely due 
to the influx of adults from other iurisdictions as to an actual increase 
in the longevity of the citizens ol this District: the adult population 
has probably increased out of all proportion to the infantile popula- 
tion, and an increase in the average age at death naturally follows. 
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The number of decedents 70 years of age and over increased from 
877 to 924, a net gain of 47 during the year 1904. The lai^est increase 
in mortality dunng any one decade occurred between the fifty-first 
and the sixtieth year of life, inclusive, where the number of decedents 
rose from 639 to 726. 

The number of decadents under 5 years of age reported dliring 
1904 was 1,532, a not increase of 25. The number of colored persons 
who died during this age period, while relatively much higher than 
thecorrespondingnumberforthewhites, increased but 1, the remainder 
of the net increase occurring in the wiiite population. 

The increase in the number of decedents under 1 year of age was 
36, resulting from an increase of 29 amo^ colored decedents and an 
increase of 7 among white decedents. The health department has 
no safe basis upon which to figure the relation between the increase 
in the nunilicr of these deaths and the increase or decrease in the cor- 
responding portion of the population, as no census was taken in 1903, 
and as a very considerable increase in the number of reported births, 
from 5,124 to 6,21S, may, it is believed, be safely attributed to the 
continued efforts of the health department to secure the prompt 
reporting of all birtlis. The following table shows the variations in 
the nuniDer of deaths among children under 1 and among children 
imdcr 5 years of age during tiie past ten years:

The effect of hot weather on mortality among infants la sliown by 
' e increase in the average daily mortality during the summer montlis, 
compared «ilh the derreaae in the corresponding mortality amonf; 
idder persons. The average daily mortality among children under 1 
year of age during the entire year was 3.09. During the month of 
July it was 6.19 and during the month of August, 4.64. The average 
daily mortality among persons 5 years of age and over during the 
montlts of July and August, respectively, were 1 1 and 10.52, Among 
persons in the intermediate age period— that is, over 1 and under 5 
■ears of age — the winter months are the season of greatest danger. 
■Tie average daily mortality during the year dnriiig this age period 
pras 1.11, while during the months of January and December, reapec- 
Tively, tne average dady mortality was 1.42 and 1.45. representing the 
' 'ighest daily averages during the year.

Seasoned variations in death rates. — An examination of the following 
table shows that the increase in the number of deaths reported during 
the past year occurred almost altogether during the months of March 
and September, inclusive. A slight decrease in the number of white 
decedents reported during the month of January was more than offset 
b^ an increase in the number of deaths among colored persons occur- 
ring during the same period. 

Slattmeni shou-ing Telaiijf mortality in 190S and 1904, arranged with rrfrrenrt to monHu. 
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Mortality vnth reference to marital relations. — The increased mortal- 
ity during 1904 was distributed among single, married, and widowed 
decedents and among decedents whose marital status was unknown, 
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both white and colored. In no one class among the population, con- 
sidered with reference to marital status, was there a decreased mortal- 
ity. The details of mortahty during the past year, with reference to 
the marital relations of deceaents, is shown in the follo^\ing table:

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Mortality with reference to location, — While the recent police census 
will afford, it is hoped, a satisfactory basis for the study of mortality 
with reference to location during 1905, it can not be taken as a proper 
basis for the study of mortality with reference to location during the 

S receding year. -The most the health department has been able to 
o, therefore, has been to prepare maps shomng the distribution of 
deaths throughout the District of Columbia by certain more or less 
arbitrarily established districts. These maps appear in the appendix. 
Deaths wnich have occurred in hospitals have been charged, as far as 
possible, to that portion of the District from which the decedent 
came. In some cases, however, especially where the decedents were 
nonresidents, deaths have been charged to the district in which the 
hospital is located. 

Mortality vnth reference to particular diseases, — The classification of 
decedents, with reference to certain groupings of causes of death, 
yields the results shown in the table printed below. The number 
of deaths from diseases of infancy diminished from 398 in 1903 to 
351 in 1904. The number of deaths from diseases incident to the 
puerperal condition feU from 57 to 48. These represent the only 
noteworthy diminutions. On the other hand, deatns due to genito- 
urinary diseases increased from 433 to 505, deaths due to violence 
from 292 to 341 . deaths due to so-called general diseases from 1 ,680 to 
1,721, and deatns due to diseases of the circulator}^ svstem from 594 
to 634.

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It is difficult, if possible, to draw conclusions from the data embod- 
ied in the foregoing tables. Even in groups of diseases, recognized as 
more or less similar in character, the etiology varies so widely as to 
render the study of groups of but little value. And the value of any 
conclusion which might be drawn is diminished by the fact that fluc- 
tuations in the composition of the population are not known, and 
form uncertain factors on which it is impossible to reckon. The fol- 
lowing table is possibly of more value, therefore, than the tables 
printed above and the tables immediately preceding. Comments on 
the mortality from particular diseases appear below : 
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Briffht's disease.— The total number <if deaths reported as due to 
. Irieht's disease was 37S. representing; an increase of 47 since 1903, 
ancT being considerably in excess of tne annual average for the past 
ten years. 202.9. Tlie number of deaths from this cause reported 
among wliite people was 264, an increase of 39 since the jireceding 
year, and the number reported among colored people was 114, an 
increase of 8. 

DiarrhfH and entfrifis. — The department notes with regret an 
increase in the number of deaths from diarrhea and enteritis among 
children under 2 years of age from 282 to 323. This increase is 
ipecially conspicuous since deaths from the same causes among 
arsons over 2 years of age diminished from 94 to 66. The year with 
'hich compsn'son is made, however, liiO.I, represents the lowest 
mortality of the five years of which the health department has a 
record oi deaths from diarrhea and enteritis, classified with reference 
to the 2-year-age period. During the year 1903, moreover, the 
department ass^ned one of its inspectors particularly to the inves- 
tigation of deaths from diarrhea and enteritis among children, and 
published the results of his investigations from week to week. It 
was unable to do this in 1904, and has been unable to do it fur 1905. 
It is sincerely hoped, however, that hereafter the department may 
able to keep the public in touch with the situation during the sum- 
iT months so that parents and nurses may be induced to take the 
iiost possible precautions for the prevention of diseases of this 
laracter among their young charges. The increase in deaths from 
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sive; 17 between 20 and 29 years old, inclusive; 18 between 30 ant 
39 years old, inclusive: 11 between 40 and 49 years old, inclusive; 
14 between 50 and 59 years old, inclusive; 2 between 60 and 69 yean, 
old, incluaive; and 3 were over 70 years old. The number of married 
persona who committed suicide was 25 (19 males and 6 females), and 
the number of single persons 15 years of age and over who took their 
lives was 26 — 17 males and 9 females. The number of widowed 
suicides was 7 and the number whose marital status was unknown 
was 8. Of the suicides whose nativity was known, 11 were foreign 
bom. Caution is necessary, of course, in interpreting the figures just 
given, as a fair analysis of the factors leading to suicide with respect 
to age, marital relations, and nativity can be made only with full 
knowledge of the number of persona of each class forming a part of 
the community. 

Typhoid fever. — The total number of deaths reported during 1904 
due to tyjinoid fever was 139; the number reported during the pre- 
ceding year was 140, and the average for the past ten years has been. 
173.1 per annum. The deaths from tins cause among white persons 
decreased from 83 to 79 and among the colored people increased from 
57 to 60. A detailed statement relative to the prevalence of typhoid 
fever during 1904 appears in the Appendix in the statement of the 
medical sanitary inspector and comments relative thereto appear on 
page 32 of this report. 

nlioofnug cough. — The number of deaths attributed to whooping 
cough during 1904 was 45, a decrease of 30 since 1903. The public 
seemes to utterly fail to realize the gravity of this disease. The 
decrease among white decedents was from 25 to 16 and among the 
colored from 50 to 29. The usual relation between the prevalence of 
this disease and the prevalence of measles is observed in these figures. 

Mortality xvith Teieremce to certain special diseases in relation to 
race. — -The study of mortality with reference to race can probably 
nowhere be carried on better trian in the District of Columbia, in view 
of the large colored population residing here and in view of the fact J 
that vital statistics for the white and the colored people have beenl 
compiled separately for so long a period. Nevertheless, too poaitivfr^ 
conclusions must not be founded on such figures, as the data which will f 
enable one to draw the distinction between increased mortality due 1 
to racial characteristics pure and simple and increased motalitv due 1 
to ignorance and poverty and the unhygienic conditions of living] 
and lack of proper medical attendance resulting therefrom, are not f 
yet available. _ I 

The table printed below, showing the relative incidence of certain 1 
specified diseases on the white and on the colored races during the 1 
calendar year 1904, bears out previous observations that deatlis from j 
alcoholism and delirium tremens; from cirrhosis of the liver, which is 1 
usually attributed to chronic alcoholism; and to suicide; are rela^ ^ 
lively much more prevalent among white people than among colored. 
The table shows, however, that diseases associated with exposure 
incident to bad housing and poor clothing, such as acute brouchitie, 
bronchial pneumonia, and pneumonia : diseases attributable to over- 
crowding and to the absence of light and air and to certain unclean- 
liness of personal habits, such as tuberculosis, abscess, and puerperal I 
septicemia; and diseases due to a greater or less extent to defects of I 
diet, such as convulsions of children, marasmus, and mal assimilation; y 
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,nd certain other diseases due to a greater or less extent to direct or 
indirect infection {among which group, possibly, tuberculosis should 
have been included), such as dysentery, typhoid fever, and whooping 
cough, and certain other diseases, such as congenital debility, heredi- 
tary syphilis, malarial diseases, premature birth, and puerperal ciin- 
vufsions; are relatively much more common among colored children.

Mortality betiveen January 1 ami June SO, 1905. both incluaive. — All 
'figures heretofore given in this report have been for the calendar year 
'1904. In order that the report may be brought as nearly up to date 
B8 practicable, the following statement is given to indicate the mor- 
tahty in the District during the first six months of the current cal- 
ender year. These figures are so arranged that they may be easily 
comparetl with the corrpsponding fi.gures for the first six months of 
the year 1904. They show that dunng the first six months of 1905 
the total number of deaths recorded was 3,147, representing a decrease 
when compared with the first six months of the preceding year. This 
gross decrease resulted from a decrejise in the number of deaths 
occurring among white persona and also in the number of deaths 
occurring among colored persons. 

There was an increase in the number of deaths due to accidents 
and negligence of from 110 to 115, and a decrease in the number of 
deaths due tn suicide ul from 3S to 26. The increase in the numlwr 
of homicides during the first six months of 1905, when compared with 
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the first six months of 1904, is remarkable — an increase of from 4 to 
1 1 . The number of deaths from typhoid fever for the first six months 
of 1905 was but 27, as compared with 42 during the corresponding 
period of 1904. The number of deaths from tuberculosis in the six- 
months period above named diminished from 476 to 435, and the 
number of deaths from pneumonia diminished from 383 to 353.

RETURNS OF BIRTHS. 

The total number of births reported during the calendar year 1904 
was 6,218, as against 4,355 for 1901, 4,932 for 1902, and 5,124 for 
1903. These returns represent the births of 3,994 white children 
and 2,224 colored, of which 4,672 were reported by physicians and 
1,546 by midwives. At 140 births twins were delivered, 102 being 
white and 38 colored. Among the illegitimate births reported, 104 
were white and 548 were colored, making a total of 652. For the 
first §ix months of 1905 the total number of births reported was 
3,053, which is a decrease from the number reported for the same 
period of 1904, when it was 3,139. 

Stillbirths. — The total number of stillbirths reported during the 
year 1904 was 575; 205 white, 351 colored, and 19 unknown. Of 
these, 389 were reported as legitimate, 86 as illegitimate, and 100 
unknown. One hundred and seventy-two of these cases came under 
the cognizance of the coroner. 

LEGISLATION RELATIVE TO VITAL STATISTICS. 

This department on February 2, 1904, recommended legislation 
calculated to secure greater accuracy in the records relating to deaths, 
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lirths, and stillbirths, and to regulate the disposal of dead bodies. 
It resulted in such a bill being introduced in Congress (S. 4686 and 
H. R. 13775), which was referred to the respective committees of the 
District of Columbia. The Fifty-eighth Congress adjourned, however, 
without taking action thereon. The passage of such a bill is earnestly 
hoped for. and to this end the health department will renew its 
recommendation relative to this needed legislation.

OFFICIAL REGISTERS. 

Phymrians. — Under authority of the act regidating the practice of 
medicine, 81 physicians registered during the fiscal year 1904-5. 
leventy-eight of these were licensed by the board of medical super- 
visors after examination and 3 licensed on the basis of registration at 
"lie health department prior to the enactment of the law which now 
emulates the practice or medicine in this District. 
So far as is known to this department, the total number of deaths 
mong the physicians whose names appear on the official register is 
?6, During the year one registration that had been canceled by 
■der of the board of medical supervisors (Sigmund A. Czarra) has 
sen restored to said register under a decision of the District court of 
ipjpeals. 

The total number of physicians now legally qualified to practice 
.Medicine in the District of Columbia by reason of having been licensed 
fcby the board of medical supervisors is 1,349. 

I Midwives. — Under authority of the act above specified, 4 midwives 

have registered during the year, .3 on the basis or examination and 1 

on the basis of registration at the health department prior to June 30, 

1896, making the total number of registereid midwives 144. 

Oeniists. — The number of dentists registered during the year was 

1 15, making the total at the close nf the year ,5S5.

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PRIVATE HOSPITALS. 

The number and character of private hospitals in the District of 
Columbia remain the. same as last ^ear, so far as is shown by the 
reconls of thia department. Attention heretofore has been caltwi to 
the fact that the existing law governing the licensing of these insti- 
tutions is practically a dead letter because it provides no penalty for 
failure to obtain a license. The law, therefore, should be so amended 
as to make it effective if private institutions of this character are to 
he licensed; otherwise, as heretofore suggested, it should be repealed. 

CEMETERIES. 

No new cemeteries have been established, nor have any of the old 
ones been abandoned. The number of bodies that were brought 
fnun other jurisdictions into the District of Columbia for interment 
during the yea"" was 4;J1, ;Ui) of which were white and 82 colored. 
The number sent out of thia District waa 1,006, 744 of wliich were 
white and 262 colored. This does not include the bodies interred at 
Arlington National Cemetery. This department now requires that 
ail bodies sent from here to the respective States and Territories be 
prepared for transportation strictly in accordance with the laws of 
the respective localities to which consignment is made, and to this end 
undertakers are required to make wntten statement on the back of 
the death certificates as to the manner in which the bodv has been 
prepared, and if found to conform to the requirements of the law of 
the State or Territory involved the permit ia iasued. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 

Scarlet fever. — Four hundred and fifty-four cases were reported 
during the calendar year 1904, wliich ahows a marked increase in this 
disease over the calendar year 1903, when only 154 cases were brought 
to the attention of this department. The preponderance of cases, 
tike former vears, was among the white race, 402 patients being of 
thia clasB, While the disease was of a mild type, tne mortality rate 
waa Iiigher than during the preceding year, 11 having terminated 
fatally. During the lirat six months of 1905 only 191 cases were 
reported, while for the corresponding period of 1904 there were 237 
cases. While tlie number of casea of scarlet fever reported during the 
first half of the year 1905 waa much less than for tlie corresponding 
jieriod i)f 1904, yet the disease seemed to have been of a more severe 
I type, as the percentage of deaths to cases from January' to June, 
j incluaive, of 1904 was 2.95, while during the correspontfing period 
for 1905 it was 4.71. 

Diphtheria. — During the calendar year 1904 there were 489 cases 
j of diphtheria reported, an increase of 308 over the jjret^oding year. 
I Four hundred and seven were of the white race and 82 of (lie colored. 
I Forty-eight of these cases proved fatal. The fatal ca.ses show h per- 
centage of 9.81, which is the lowest rate ever shown. The decrease 
I was among tlie white cases, only 25 having died. The mortahty rate 
' among the colored race ahows a very lai^e increase over last year, 
[ which was 6.25 per cent, while for tlus year the percentage is 28.05,

Nine hundred and thirty-pight cultures were examined during the 
year for jmrposea of diagnosis and of relieving premises from quar- 
antine. Of these, 511 were for the former purpose and only 115, or 
22.50 per cent, for the latter. 

SmaUpox. — The number of cases admitted to the hospital during 
the fiscal year was 33, 4 of which resulted fatally. There was 1 other 
death from this disease. The case was of the most virulent type, 
hemorrhagic smallpox. This patient came from New Jersey, arrived 
in this city on an early morning train, and was reported to the health 
department the following morning for investigation. The patient 
died within an hour after coming under our observation. Twenty- 
three of these patients were white and 10 colored. The youngest 
patient was but S months old and the oldest 46 years. Many of these 
coses, like those of years past, came from other parts of the country. 
That the smallpox hospital has been and is now of the greatest service 
18 an incontrovertible fact. The difficulties encountered in the past 
in operating it as an independent branch of the District government 
have not been diminished, nor wilt they be in the years to come unless 
.the existing conditions are remedied in the manner set forth in the 
.report of this department for the year 1903. 

The new quarantine station has been completed and turned over 
to this department. It will be equipped at once for the accommoda- 
tion and isolation of patients who nave been exposed to smallpox. 
The rented quarters that have been su poorly adapted for this purjMse 
lltave accordmgly been abandoned. 

Typhoidfever. — The total number of cases of typhoid fever reported 
during the'calendar year 1!'04 was 1,(H>6— white, 734; colored, 372. 
The corresponding figures for the year 1903 were 1,0.55 — wliite, 776; 
colored, 279. The number of deatns reported during the year as due 
io typhoid fever was 139, which is 1 less than the numlier reported 
durmg the preceding year. Tliis disease, as shown by the above 
figures, was less prevalent among the white population, while among 
tlw colored pojiulation there was a slight increase. For the first six 
months of tne year 190.5 the record shows 157 cases to have been 
reported, which is a diminution as conii»ared with the same period in 
1B04, when ISO cases were recorded. There was also a corresponding 
^decrease in the death rate during the period, the percentage being 
;M.11, as gainst 23.88 for 1904. 

The work on the filtration plant is nearing completion, and it is 
iped and believed that it will soon be in operation and that the 
"lllant purification of our water supply will effect a material lessen- 
„of this disease. The milk supply will doubtless contribute from 
time to time some cases of this disease, while we will unquestion- 
ably have with us cases that were contracted in other jurisdictions. 
During the year 1905 there were no cases which could be directly 
attributed to milk infection. 

Tuherculoais. — The total number of deaths during the calendar 
1904 was H'i'l, an increase of 56 over the calendar year 1903, 
'hich represents a rate of 2.623 per thousand, or 13.37 per cent of 
tatha from all causes. Of these decedents, 366 were wlutc and 46G 
lored, the correspondiiii' doiith rates being for the white race 
.644 and for Ihe colored pdiiMiation 4.926 per thousand. These 
_iire8 show the largest niiinlHT of fatalities registered fniui pul- 
JQonary tuberculosis in the last decade, with the exception ui the 
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year 1!S96, when the deaths mirabered 844, and they are m < 
also of the averafie number of deaths. 795.2, for the post ten ye«rs. 
The decedents between 20 ami 29 years of age numbered 247 ; those 
between 30 and 39 numbered 175, with a percentage of -29.69 and 
21.03, respectively. 

The first six months of 1905 show a material decrease in the num- 
ber of deaths from pulmonary consumption as compared with the 
corresponding period for in(J4. In the first six months of 1905 
there were 435 deatlis from this disease, while during the same period 
uf 1904 there were 476. 

Disinfection service . — The usual work that this branch of the serv- 
ice is called upon to perform was executed satisfactorily. The only 
change in its organization was caused by the death of the engineer. 
There was a slight increase in the demand for the disinfection of 
premises occupied by consumptives over that of the preceding year, 
the number being 264 as compared with 240 for 1903. The several 
acticles diainfectwi at the dismfecting plant numhere.d 5,700, while 
during 1903 the number was 3,603. The appropriation of S5,D00 
made for this service became exhausted a few weeks before the expi- 
ration of the fiscal j-ear, and as future demands on said service are 
more hkelv to be increased than decreased the amount appropriated 
for its maintenance should therefore be correspondingly increased. 

Isolation wards. — In the isolation ward of the Garfield Memorial 
Hospital 135 patients suffering frotn minor contagious diseases, 
principally diphtheria, were treated during the year at the expense 
of the Government. The patient days numbered 2,228, There 
were in addition 36 pay patients, the respective diseases being diph- 
theria, scarlet fever, erysipelas, and measles. The cost to the District 
was $5,000, or $2.24 per patient day. 

In the isolation ward at Providence Hospital there were treated 
at the expense of the Government 64 cases, 56 being scarlet fever 
and 8 diphtheria, whose stay amounteti to 1 ,951 hospital days. Dur- 
ing this period there were 28 private patients, their stay amounting 
to 827 hospital days. The cost to the District was $4,000, or $2.05 
per patient day. 

Attention has heretofore been called to the fact that no law has 
been enacted restricting the liberty of persons suffering fntm measles, 
whooping cough, and other minor contagious diseases, and in the 
absence of such a law persons suffering from said diseases mingle 
with the public on the streets, in churches, theaters, schools, and 
other places of assembly, and can not be prosecuted therefor. There 
was introduced into Congress a bill calculated to correct this con- 
dition of affairs, entitled "A bill for the further prevention of com- 
municable diseases in the District of Columbia" (S. 3786 and II. R. 
10955), but Congress failed to take action thereon beyond referring 
said bills to the respective committees. It is essential for obvious 
reasons that such a law be on the statute books, and this department 
will again recommend its enactment. 

Coi^iqious diseases of animais. — During the year 23 dogs were 
reported to this department as supposea to be suffering from rabies, 
and inoculation tests made at the Bureau of Animal Industry con- 
firmed the diagnosis in 9 cases only. Sl\ persons were bitten by the 
dogs that were pronounced rabid, but without serious results as yet, 
Chemical laboratory. — The work of the chemical laboratory has 
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leeu 6t the usual i-htiracter and shows a marked increase over pre- 
1 Tious years. The number of specimens examined in 1903-4 was 
I 7,815, while this year they numbered 9,121. 

Milk was the principal article analyzed, there having been 7,803 

I samples collected at tne railway stations and from dames, grocery 

I stores, wagons, lunch rooms, etc. The number of samples collected 

■ from the various dairies and stores in the District was 7,183, and 

I from railway stations 579. Forty-one were submitted by private 

I parties. One thousand five hundred and fifty-seven of these samples 

contained less than 3i per cent butter fat, which shows a decrease 

in the percentage of samples falling below the legal standard and a 

very gratifyii^ improvement in the ijuality of milk dispensed to 

consumers. There were no cases of either milk or cream found to 

be adulterated with formaldehyde or with other preservatives. The 

pntsecutions for the sale of adulterated milk numbered 276. which 

resulted in the following dispositions:

As a bacteriologist constitutes a verv essential part of the working 
Iforce of this department, such an official should be provided, thus 
nnabUne proper examination to be made of water supplies and food, 
^-eepeciaUy milk. Such services are needed, als<i, with suitable bac- 
teriological equipment, in order that patients, especially those too 
poor to pay for such services, may have the lienefit of laboraU»ry 
methods in the diagnosis of consumption, typhoid fever, malarial 
f fever, etc.

lAvesfock inspection. — During the year there have been 269 inapec- 
tions of stock yards and slaugnt^rhouses. The number of animals 
slaughtere^l and inspected were 82,024, of wliich I3G were found to be 
diseased and unfit for food, and consequently condemned and tanked. 
All slaughtering is now practically done at the Benning abattoir, 
where an inapeotor from this department is daily in attendance. 
Legislation regulating the operation of slaughterhouses in thia Dis- 
trict is desirable, ana if it limited the slaughtering of animals to pre- 
scribed hours, etc., it would render possible more efficient inspection. 
As a very large portion of our meat supply comes from other juris- 
dictions, our protection from the importation of diseased meat 
depends now, as heretofore, on the supervision given by the Fed- 
eral authorities, and I concur in the views expressed by the inspector 
of live stock in his report that all meat sold in the District of Colum- 
bia should bear either the Federal or the municipal inspection stamp. 

Inspection of dairy fanna and dairy pToducts. — The table given 
below shows partially what has been done by this department during 
the year in connection with the enforcement of the law regulating 
the sale of milk in the District of Columbia.

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Ninety of the coademned aniiiialu wpro for tubei'ciilDsIs. ofi of 
which wore on Virginia farms, "28 on Maryland farniB, and 6 on farms 
in the District of Columbia. The dairy-farm inspection service 
remains the same as for the tliroe preceding years. We have 5 
inspectors, who are voterinariana, one located at Germanto^\-n , Md., 
whose inspection territory extends from Washington Grove to many 
miles lieyond Fredeiick: another stationed at Leesburg, Va,, whose 
district includes all farms from a point near Lewinsville to the Blue- 
mont region lieyond Leesburg and the distant Shenandoah VaHey. 
The other tliree inspectors have certain portions of the District of 
Columbia and the aaiaoent territory of Maryland and Virginia. The 
large increase of the licensed farms in the Maryland distnct assigned 
to the inspector at Germantown has rendered it practically impossible 
for that officer to give said farms the supervision they require, and 
it can only be accomplished by both an increase of tne dain'-farm 
inspection seirice and the appropriation made by Congress for the 
inspection of farms outside or the District of Columbia. 

All of the farms from which milk or cream is being sliipped into 
this District for sale are in far better sanitary condition than at any 
time since the milk law went into operation, which can be largely 
attributed to the fact that the importers of milk are better acquainted 
with the requirements of the dairy regulations, recognizing as they 
do the value and importance of hving up to them in the interest (if 
healthy cattle and ihe production of pure, wholesome milk. A full 
comphance with said regulations is required by tliis department 
before a permit will be issued, and a rigid enforcement thereof 
demanded after issuance. The reports submitted daily by the 
inspectors give a numerical ratmg of the respective farms, from 
which ran be readily determined by those under whom they are 
operating whether the extent and character of their work is satis- 
factory, and from wliich can be ascertained also the condition of the 
cattle, premises, milk receptacles, etc. These reports are of public 
locord, accessible to anyone who may care to acquaint themselves 
with the condition of the farm from whence tlieir milk comes. 

Nuisance inspection. — The total number of nuisances wluch have 
been abated during the year at the instance of tliis department was 
somewhat in excess of those for the preceding year, the number being 
14.0S2 for 1903-4, as against 15,753 for this year. There has not 
been a betterment of the condition of yards, as the nuisances con- 
nected therewith increased from 4,915 to 5,077. The same can be 
said of full privies, as the number that required attention increased 
from 1,747 to 1,831. Sewer and water connections, including the 
substitution of water-closets for box privies, were required in 20X 
coses. The average number of nuisances abated per month has been 
approximately 1.313. March, April, and May recorded the largest 
number. 

Attention was called at length in the report of this department for 
the preceding year to the embarrassment encountered for years past 
through its inability to enforce the abatemeiit of nuisances on prop- 
ert.y in this District belonging to nonresidents. Fur citizens to lie 
compelled to abate nuisances on their own property and yet have to 
ondure the nuisances that may exist, and in many instances, do exist, on 
adjacent property under nonresident ownership, is manifestly unjust. 
And that sucn a condition of afTaii-s should be corrected admits of no 
wgument. ^ 
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This department, holding Ihut view of the situation, it will be 
recollected, drafted leeiatalion calculated to correct this defect in 
existing laws. The bijl (S. 2131 and H. R. 62^9) was accordingly 
introduced and passed the lower House. The Senate bill wa.i referred 
to the Committee on the District of Columbia, reported back with 
amendment, and recommitted to said committee, and it is to be 
regretted that Congress adjourned without further action being taken 
thereon. 

Attention has heretofore betm repeatedly called to the existence 
of many structures that are in a condition unfit for habitation. This 
subject was treated at such lengl h in the report of this department for 
1 903— i . and commanded the attention of so many of our best citizens 
and officials, that it swems unnecessary to say niore than to express 
regret at the failure of the Fifty-eighth Congress to pass the bill (.S. 3155 
and II. R. 9'Jfl3) wliich would nave remedied the present existing con- 
ditions. This department will recommend the reintroduction and 
passage of these important bill.'* that relate to the abatement bf nui- 
sances and the condemnation of insanitary buildings. 

Attention is also again called to the matter or the drainage of 
houses for which no public sewer is available, notably houses in new 
.subdivisions located beyond the limit of the public sewer service, It 
is held by tliis department that it is important for obvious reasons 
that the construction of such buildmgs be proliibited, by legislation 
if necessarj', until the owners shall have made suitable arrangements 
for the disposal of liquid wastes in a manner not Ukely to create a 
nuisance or prove a menace to public health. 

Removal of weeds. — There has been no general enforcement of the 
act of Marcn, 1S99. to cause the removal of weeds, for reasons that 
have been presented each year since said law was enacted, namely, it 
appropriated no money for carrying out its provisions so far as they 
relate to nonresidents, and so far as residents are concerned, action 
has been necessarily limited to <rases in which complaints were lodged, 
as otherwise it would have involved much labor on our small inspec- 
tion force to the detriment of far more important work, and which, 
in my opinion, would be out of all proportion to the good obtained. 
The law should, I think, be amended by increasing, as heretofore 
suggested, the permissible height of weeds from 4 to at least 18 inches 
ancTby providing that then- removal be required at certain specified 
dates; and if not so removed, the work to be done under the direction 
of the Commissioners without further notice, and the cost thereof 
immediately assessed agabist the property. Also that an appropria- 
tion sufficient to carry the law into executien be made. This depart- 
ment's inabihty to enforce the law as it now stands compels a rec- 
ommendation for its repeal if not amended in the manner indicated. 

SmoTce inepecfion.— Tliere has been a marked improvement in the 
smoke conditions over the preceding year in that many plants that 
were habitual violators have prevented the emission of dense or 
thick black or gray smoke or cinders by the installation of smoke- 
consuming devices, and by the firemen exercising greater care in 
etokiug the furnaces, while a few of the plants have substituted 
anthracite for bituminous coal. To insufficient boiler capacity, also 
carelessness or ignorance in stoking, can safely be credited the cause 
of the violation of the antismoke taw by many plants. 
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Diuing the year the reports of observations have been transmitted 
daily to the respective offenders, and through these warnings they 
have in many instances been able to apply a remedy. The practice 
of referring cases once a week to the corporation counsel for prosecu- 
tion was (fiscontinued in December last, and sine* then informations 
have each day been submitted for the court's action, covering the 
violations ni>ted the preceding day. 

The court of appeabi has during the year passed on the applica- 
bility of this law to the Federal buildings and to apartment houses, 
and sustained the action of the trial court in holding such buildings 
amenable to said law. TIUs department is iiiformea that the Post- 
Office Department, the General Land OHice, and the Government 
Printing Office will begin at once the use of antliracite coal instead of 
bituminous, which wiD doubtless place those Departments, with the 
Treasury Department, the Bureau of Engra\'ing and Printing, and 
the navT-yard, among the nonoffenders, thus practically eliminating 
the amoKe nuisance from the Federal buildings. 

It is the intention and determination of tlus department to do all 
that lies in its power toward a rigid enforcement of this law. The 
one inspector engaged upon this work, ass^ned to said duty under 
the provisions of tne antisnioke law, is continuously employed in 
connection therewith. A large proportion of his time, however, is 
necessarily taken up with the preparation of his daily reports and 
other clerical work mcident to lus duties, and alsu bv attendanC'C at 
the trial court in the prosecution of cases; all of which prevents hb 
giving a full working day to the actual observation of stacks. To 
make the enforcement of this law more effective, additional inspectors 
should be provided. If the existing law were amended, removing 
the latitude now given the court in the imposition of fines, and suh- 
stitutiiig a fixed nunimum penalty for second, third, fourth offenses, 
and so on, it would do awa^ with the present frequent imposition of 
small fines and make the offender careful to avoid repeated violations.

Medical inspection of public schools.^ln the appendix will be found 
I report of the chief of the medical inspection force of the puhlic 
Khools, from which it will be seen that the advantages claimed for an 
nspcction system of this kind have become clearly manifest. It was 
liound advisable to amend somewhat the regulations that were in 
TTogue, and that was done on July 7, 1904, and said regulations, as 
" mended, have been printed in pamphlet form for distribution. 
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In the white schools 229 children were exchided for ppdiciilosis 
and in the colored schools only 11- It is not apparent to this depart^ 
ment why the colored schools were so peeidiarly exempt. The record 
of exclusions shows that in the white schools the principal causes were 
pediculosis, 229; diphtheria, 56; ring«'orm,52;chickenpox,48; acute 
conjunctivitis, 43; piiikeye,32: and measles, 20: wlule in the colored 
schools they were ringworm, 59; chickenpox, 29; measles, 13; pink 
eye, 12; and pediculosis, 11. 

Smallpox made its appearance during the year amon^ the pupils of 
one of the white schools; not, however, while thev were m attendance 
at school, but during the period of exclusion "because of previous 
exposure to this disease. The prompt steps taken by tliis depart- 
ment to stamp out tliis outbreak were successful. 

A physical examination of 127 candidates for admission to the 
normal schools was made. Two candidates were reported adversely 
upon on account of disquahfying physical conditions. There were 
examined also 16 apphcants for appointment as teachers in the kinder- 
garten schools, none of whom were disqualified. The work of this 
service is productive of great good to the community at large and to 
to the school attendants in parlicular. 

Pound senyke. — The work accomplished during the year by the 
pound service is fully set forth in the accompanying tables: 
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It will be seen that the uumlier uf dogs impouiidi^d during the year 
Lxceeds lliat of the preeediiig year by -iH'.i, while ttie number of cats, 
, 1,095, collected Upon request for humane disposal, was double the 
number collocti'd in 1903-4. It is important for obvious reasons that 
an assistant pound master be provided, clothed with authority to act 
as pound master when, tlu'ougli sickness or any other cause, the pound 
master is absent from duty, and such an item will at the proper time 
be included in the estimates for the toming year. 

The health department still indulges tlie nope that Congress will 
provide for tlie erection of a suitable pound, as the present old and 
inadequate structure is fast deterioratmg. 

I.eginhition. — It is giatifj-ing to know that Congress at its last session 
passed a bill that provides for 2 public convenience stations. 

There was also passed a bill amending the act that regulates the 
practice of medicine and surgery in the District of Columbia, the 
prime object of the amendment being to provide for the establish- 
ment of reciprocity in the matter of medical Ucensure between the 
various Stales and Territories and the District of Columbia. 

The only regulation relating to public health promulgated during 
the year was that of October 6, 1904, amending "An ordinance to 

Srevent the sale (jf unwholesome food in the cities of Washington and 
iCOi^etown." The bills and ordinances in question are printed in 
full in the appendLx. 

The volume of work of this department has so increased that it has 
. been necessary for several of the employees to perform official serv- 
I ices on Sundays, and to be on duty during week days largely in excess 
I- of the prescribed hours of labor. 1 take pleasure in commending 
I their ficielity and efficiency in the discharge of their work. 
I With full appreciation of the cordial support given by the Commia- 
[ Moners to the efforts made by tliis department to administer prop- 
1 erly the affairs of public health, I am,

tever and diphtheria son'ice for the 3-ear ending June 30, 1905: 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Duruig the penoa irom January 1 to December 31, lil04, there wen- 
reported to this office 4S3 cases of diphtheria, which is an increase of 
IO8 over the number reported during the preceding year. Of the 
ases, 407 were white and 82 colored. The diseatte prevailed among 
"■the whites in the proportion of 1 .82 per each 1 ,000 of population and 
among the colored 0.86 per 1,000, while the pn»portion to the total 
population was 1.54 per each 1,000. Of the total number of cases 
reported, 4S died, giving a death rate of 9.81 per cent. This is the 
"Towest general death rate for any year since cases have been reported. 
The decrease has been among the white cases, of whom only 25 died, 
making a mortalitj' rate of 6.14 per cent, or something over half the 
*lBte for 1903. The mortality among the colored casea increased enor- 
mously, being 28,05, while during last year it was only 6,25 per cent , 

From January 1 to June 30, 1005. — A comparison of the record fur 
the liret six months of 1905 with the corresponding period of 11)04 
shows a decided increase in the number of cases of this disease 
reported in 1!)05, although the death rate remained about the same. 
During the six months from January 1 to June 30, 1904, there were 
reported 132 case.s, of whom 14 died, making a mortalityrate of 10.60 
per cent. During the corresponding period of 1905 164 cases were 
reported, of whom 17 died, making a death rate of 10. .'JO per cent. 
The proportion of white cases was slightly increased in 1905, compris- 
ing 90.30 per cent of the total number reported, while in 1904 8.').56 
per cent were of that rac*. The death rates for the corresponding 
periods of the two years vary considerably. In 1904 the mortality 
' among the whites was 10.38 per cent and among the colored 11.53 
^^er cent, while during 1905 the rates were 8.75 per cent for the for- 
^Hier and 25 per cent for the latter. This is a decrease in the white 
Hptortality, but a marked increa-'^e in the colored. 

^P Calendar year 1904 ■ — Of scarlet fever cases there were brought to tne 
attention of this department, during the calendar year 1904, 454 casett, 
of which 402 were white and .52 colored, Tlie diseaM> prevailed 
among the whites in the proportion of I.HI to eai-li 1,000, mnong ihe 
colored, 0.55, and in the proportion of 1.43 to each 1,000 of our total 
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population. As with diphtheria, there was a marked increase over 
the number reported during 1903, when only 154 cases were brought 
to our attention. Of the cases reported, 11 terminated fatally ^mak- 
ing a death rate of 2.42 per cent, which is an increase over the rate for 
the preceding year. Tne number of white cases reported was 402, 
of wnom 10 died, making a mortahty rate of 2.47 per cent. Of the 
52 colored cases, 1 died, making a death rate of 1.92 per cent. The 
rates of mortality in 1903 were 1.39 per cent for the whites and 1.30 
per cent for all the cases, there being no deaths amon^ the colored. 

From January 1 to June SO, 1906. — A comparison oetween the first 
six months of the years 1004 and 1905 shows a decrease in the number 
of cases of this disease, reported during the latter period. During 
the six months from January 1 to June 30, 1904, 237 cases were 
reported, while during the corresponding period of 1905, only 191 
were brought to our attention. While tnere was a decrease in 
the number of cases reported, there was a marked increase in the 
death rates. The total mortality for this portion of 1904 was 2.95 
per cent, while in 1905 it was 4.71 per cent. The number of white 
cases reported during the six montns' period of 1905 was 168, with 
5 deaths and 23 colored cases, with 4 deaths. 

TYPHOID FEVER. 

Calendar year 1904, — The number of cases of typhoid fever brought 
to our attention has been only slightly less than the number reported 
during the calendar year 1903. Or this disease 1,006 cases were 
reported, 49 less than during 1903. The cases were 734 white and 
272 colored. The rate for each 1,000 of population was 3.29 for the 
white, 2.88 for the colored, and 3.17 for the total population. Ot the 
white cases 80 ended fatally, making a death rate of 10.89 per cent, 
which is about the same as last year. Of the colored 61 died, mving 
a rate of 22.42 per cent, which is a slight increase over the deatn rate 
for 1903. Of all the cases, 141 died, making a general mortality rate 
of 14.01, which is slightly higher than last year. Six of the cases 
reported as typhoid fever died from causes other than that disease 
and are not classified as deaths from typhoid. The causes given in 
the death certificates were pneumonia, tubercular peritonitis, tuber- 
cular meningitis, acute endocarditis, suppurative nutral insuflBciency, 
and inflammatory rheumatism (pericarditis). 

From January 1 to June 30, 1905. — In comparing, as with diphthe- 
ria and scarlet fever, the corresponding parts of tne years 1904 and 
1905, it is noticed that the numoer reported during tne latter period 
is somewhat less than that during the former. In the first six months* 

Eeriod of 1904, 180 cases were reported, while in 1905, 157 cases were 
rought to our attention. The death rate was also considerably 
decreased, 23.88 per cent ot the cases reported in 1904 having ended 
in death, while in 1905, 19.11 per cent succumbed. The number of 
white cases reported during the 1 905 period was 1 1 1 , of which 1 9 died ; 
and of colored, 46 cases, or which 1 1 succumbed. 

In so far as could be, histories of the cases of typhoid were obtained.

Of the cases which received their infection in the District of Colum- 
bia, and not due to exposure to other cases, 622, or about 90 per cent 
were users of Potomac water, either alone or with other waters. In 
very few instances was the water boiled or filtered. No cases, so far 
as could be discovered, were transmitted tlirough the milk supply.

Milk, — Of the samples of milk examined 7,183, or 92.05 per cent, 
w^ere collected about the city; 262, or 3.36 per cent, from the Balti- 
more and Oliio Railroad station; 317, or 4.06 per cent, from the 
Southern Railway station; while 41, or 0.53 percent were submitted 
by private parties. 

Of the samples collected about the city 1,460, or 20.32 per cent, 
contained less than 3.5 per cent of butter fat, while of those collected 
from the Baltimore and Ohio station and from the Southern Railway 
station 49, or 18.70 per cent, and 48, or 15.14 per cent, respectively, 
were below^ the legal standard in fat content.

PROSECtTIONS. 

For the sale of adult^raled milk 27fi cases were referred to the 
police court for prosecution. Collateral was forfeited in 24S cases, 
fines impoaed in 13 cases, [)ersonal bonds taken in 12 cases, 1 case 
nolle pressed, and 2 cases are jiending. 

One case was prosecuted for the sale of skimmed milk which had 
been watered. A forfeiture of $JJ collateral was recorded. In another 
case, that of a shipper, the milk was found to contain 12 per cent 
added water. Tlie eliipper was arrested on his arrival in this city 
and required tti deposit a collateral of $20, which was afterwards for- 
feited. 

In most instances prosecutions were instituted because tht^ milk 
had been skimmed. No case of adulteration with formaldehyde or 
other preservative was discovered. 

For the sale of cream, adulterated within the meaning of the law 
relating to the adulteration of foods, 68 cases were referred to the 
police court for prosecution. In each case tlie vendor was charged 
with selling cream containing less than 20 per cent of butter fat. Of 
these 64 forfeited collateral. 2 were fined, and 2 were continued. As 
in the case of milk no preservatives were discovered in the cream. 

ANALYSIS OF WATER. 

Two hundred and forty-eight samples of water were examined 
during the year, 45 of whicli were Potomac River water, 2 of the laUor 
having been taken from the bathing beach and vicinity, and 43 from 
tin bouers used in the public schools in sterihzing the water for use by 
the pupils. Three samples were taken from the Anacostia Kiver, 
while 195 were from various sources. The water taken from the 
bathing beach was analyzed in order to determine the presence or 
absence of sewage. No evidence of sewage being present was found. 
The wattir taken from the tin boilers used in the pubhc schools gave 
evidence of the presence of arsenic in every instance, the amount 
-'arying from a trace to 50 parts per 100,000,000. Thfc QtaMSteu-ift <A

arsenic in the water was undoubtedly due to the fact that the boilers 
were not spanilesa and the action of the water on the solder used in 
closing the scarns caused traces of arsenic to be dissolved. The 
amount, however, was so minute as to be of no consequence. 

Seven mineral waters were also e.\amined. Of these one was 
found to be of doubtful purity, while the others showed no evidence of 
injurious contamination. 

The following table wdl illustrate the character of the other waters 
examined :

Practically 25 per cent of the samples were condemned as unfit for 
drinking pmiroses. As usual, it will br noted that tlip highest per- 
centage of condemned waters comes from the dairy farms, where 
almost 25 per cent of the samples examined were found unfit for 
drinking purposes. 

MISCELLANEOUS ANALYSES. 

Catsup. — Twenty-one samples of catsup were examined and all 
found to contain benzoate of soda. Of these, 4 were so labeled, 
therefore prosecutions were not instituted in these cases. Fourteen 
were referred to the pohce court for prosecution, and forfeiture of 
collateral was recorded in each case. 

Cloves. — Fortv-seven samples of cloves wcr^ examined, and of 
these 19 were adulterated. Of the adulterated samples, 7 cases were 
referred to the polic* court for prosecution, forfeiture of collateral 
being recorded in 6 caws, while 1 case was dismissed. 

Ice. — Of 5 samples of ice examined 1 was condemned, while the 
others were found to contain no injurious contamination. 

Jamaica ginaer. — Eleven samples of essence of Jamaica ginger were 
examined, with the purpose in view of determining whether wood 
alcohol liad been useu as a menstruum in preparing the essence. In 
only one instance was wood alcohol found. Owing to the fact that 
the quantity of the sample purchased was barely sufficient for the 
purposes of analysis, it became necessary to procure an additional 
amount in order to comply with that section or the "food law" pro- 
viding for the reservation of a portion of the sample. Repeated 
attempts to obtain another sample proving fruitless, the case could 
not, therefore, be referred to the police court for prosecution. 

Lard.^One hundred and twenty-one samples of lard were examined, 
and uf these 55, or al}out 45 per cent, were found to be compound 
lard, so called — that is, they consisted of a mixture of lard, beef stearin, 
and cotton-seed oil. Of the cases of adulterated samples 54 were refer- 
red to the police court for prosecution. C«Uateral was forfeited in 43 
coses, fines imposed in 8 cases, and a nolle prosequi entered in 1 case 
(the proprietor had sold his store and gone out of business). Two 
cases were dismissed. This action was taken because the defendants 
and their witnesses offered testimony tending to establish their con-

iention that the lard was not sold as lard, but that the inspector had 
be«n informed of ita spurious charactiT bcforo the purchase had been 
made. As the inspector had no supporting witnesses to controvert 
the testimony of tlie defendants the cases above named were di»- 
miased. In the only case of adulteration not referred to the police 
court there seemed to be some doubt as to whether the article had 
been sold as lard, and it seemed best not to institute a prosecution in 
B doubtful case. 

Lemon fj:/md.— Fifteen samples of lemon extract were examined. 
Two of tliese samples contained no oil of lemon, and prosecutions were 
accordingly instituttid. A fine was iniposed in each case. 

Mince-meat. — Seventeen samples of niince-nieat were examined, 
and in every instance benzoate of soda was found. As this depart- 
ment is not prepared as yet to prove that benzoato of soda, when 
used as a preservative, may bo mjurious to health, no prosecutions 
were instituted in these cases. 

Molasses. — Thirteen samples of molasses were examined, and of 
these 4 were found to be adidterated with glucose. Prosecutions 
were instituted, with the result that a fine was imposed in 1 case and 
forfeiture of collateral was recorded in the other 3. 

Olive oiZ. ^Twenty-six samples of olive oil were examined, with 
the result that 7 samples were found to be adulterated with cotton- 
seed oil. Six cases were referred to the police court for prosecution. 
Personal bonds were taken in 2 cases, collateral forfeited in 2 cases, 
and tlie remaining 2 cases were dismissed. 

Soda water. — Ten samples of soda water were examined. They 
included tne following flavors: Raspberry, 4 samples; pineapple, 4 
samples: strawberry, 1 sample, and cherry, 1 sample. Of these, 6 
were found to contain preservatives as follows: Raspberry. 3 (1 con- 
taining saiicyhc acid, and the other 2 benzoate of soda) ; pineapple, 2 
(both containing sahcylic acid) , and cherry, containing oenzoate of 
soda. Prosecutions were instituted in the cases where salicylic acid 
had been used as a preservative, and fines of $10 each were imposed in 
two instances, while a collateral of J20 was forfeited in the other case. 

It has been demonstrated that s&licyUc acid occurs naturally, 
minute quantities, in many fruits, such as cherries, crab apples, cur- 
rants, grapes, ])Iums, raspberries, strawberries, etc., the amount vary- 
ing from 30 niilligiammes to one-tenth of a milligramme in 1,000 
^animes of the fruit. In raspberries the amount found by Windisch 
IS given as 1.1 milligramme, and in strawberries Suss claims to liave 
found from 2 to 3 milligramnies per 1 ,000 graiumes of the fruit. Fruit 
sirupe for use at the soda-water founatain are usually prepared in one 
or two ways: first, by dissolving sugar in the contents of a quart 
bottle of concentrated fruit juice, and to this solution adding an 
'equal part of cane-sugar sirup, making in all about 3 quarts of fruit 
sirup ready for use at the foimtain; or second, adding to a concen- 
trated fruit sirup, purchased in that form, an equal quantitv of cane- 
sugar sirup. By either method quarts of the fniil sirup, ready for use, 
contains about 1 quart of concentrated fruit juice. About 2 ounces 
of this syrup are poured into a glass tumbler of about I'i ounces 
capacity, ana 8 ounces of carbonated water are added. The mixture 
is then served to the customer as a glass of soda water. Of such a 
mixture, 2 ounces, containing about 1 teaspoonful of the concentrated 
ftiiit juice, were subjected to analysis, and from this small quantity an 
■mount of salicylic acid was extracted wliich was plainly v\s&^^ \a 
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the naked eye in the form of ncedlp-likc cryatala, and which was 
weighed and the amount noted. This amount was so far in excess 
of any that could possibly oc<jm- naturally in thi' fruit that no room 
for dnubt as to its source could be entertained. The amount of sali- 
cyhc acid occurring naturally in I teaajjoonful of concentrated fruil 
juice would be so minute that its presence could not be demon- 
strated by the usual methods. 

As to tliose samples containing benzoic acid, no prosecutions wcm 
instituted, for the reasons set forth in reference to raince-meat. 

VanilUi extract. — Eighteen samples of extract of \-anilla were 
examined, with the result that all were found to be genuine. 

Vinegar. — Eighty samples of alleged cider vinegar were examined, 
and of these 12 were found to be adulterated, that is, they were not 
made from the pure apple juice, and contained less than 4 per cent of 
absolute acetic acid. All of these cases of adulteration were referred 
to the pohce court for prosecution, with the result tlial in eight 
instances forfeiture of collateral was recorded, and" personal bonds" 
taken in the remaining 4 cases. 

WM&ky.—Yorly samples of whiskj' were examined in order to 
determine if they contained wood alcohol. In no instance \vas tliis 
substance found. 

Sausage. — Eleven samples of green sausage and 12 samples of 
smoked sausage were examined for their water content, coloring mat- 
ter, and preservatives. Of the samples of gn-en sausage tlie avei-age 
water content was 52.^8 per cent, Wo coloiing matters or presei'Va- 
tives were found. 

Of the samples of smoked sausage the average water content was 
58.21 per cent. Three of the samples contained saltpeter as a pi-e- 
servative, while all of thcra contained certain harmless anahne dyes. 

Other samples examined and found to he free from adulteration 
were allspice, chocolate, chopped beef, cinnamon, cocoa, crab meat, 
fish, and pickles. 

In Table 1 under the heading "Miscellaneous" the following sam- 
ples are included and were examined with the foDowing result: Cider, 
1 (diluted); arrowroot, 1 (genuine); candy, 2 (flour, glucose, and 
paraffin): ice cream, 1 {no mjurious substance found): gin, 2 (no 
wood alcohol); beef tongue, 2 (no preservatives); honey, 1 (genuine); 
sausage, 1 (no decomposition products found) ; steak, I {no preserva- 
tives): "half-and-half," 1; " prepared" meat, I (sodium sulplute 
found); quincejelly, I (benzoic acid and analine dye); tea, I (examined 
forpoison and none found). 

Examinations for the police department, fire department, and 
coroner include the analyses of liqind waste and samples of polluted 
Potomac River water, wine, food, and other substances alleged to 
contain poisons, alleged analine dyes, whicb were found to consist ' 
chiefly of sand, marascluno cherries, a shirt for blood and seminal 
stains, a disinfecting solution, oils, parts of the human body for 
evidence of poisoning, and a piece of rope supposed to have been 
treated with an acid!

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DAIRY-FARM INSPECTION. 

The foregoing report shows a synopsis of the work performed dur- 
ing the fiscal year by the five veterinary inspectors of the health 
department — Doctors Turner, Young, Drake, Ashworth, and Rome. 

The dairy farms in the District of Columbia and Virginia have all 
been inspected repeatedly and systematically during the fiscal year. 
Owing to the large increase in tlie number of Maryland dairy farms, 
from 360 to 511, during the fiscal year, it has been impossible with the 

{^resent force of inspectors to get over all the territory and give each 
arm a regular inspection. After a close study of dairy farm inspec- 
tion I believe that 150 farms should be the maximum number of 
farms assigned to one inspector. With this number he can make a 
semiannual inspection of each farm, in addition to the reinspections 
necessary upon the service of notices for violations of the milk act and 
dairy regulations. Four of the dairy-farm inspectors have an average 
of 1 42 farms each. Inspector Rome has 361 farms in his Montgomery- 
Frederick district, whicn is double the number he can properly mspect. 
It is therefore necessary that another inspector should be appointed 
and this district divided. Frederick, Md., is probably the most cen- 
tral point to have an additional inspector stationed. This large 
increase in the number of Maryland snippers is due to the fact that 
cream shippers have been required to secure permits, and the great-er 
numl)cr of cream shippers are in the Fredenck, Md., district. 

Dairy herds are improving in health, as will be seen by the dimuni- 
tion in the number of cows condemned during the fiscal year. The 
inspectors report that many new barns and dairy rooms have been 
erected, and manv barns and dairies have been repaired. While 
filthy barnyards nave not entirely disappeared, each year sees 
improvement in the sanitary^ surroundings of bams. The regulation 
requiring milkers to either wash or bnish the udder and teats prior to 
milking is more generally violated than any other one and its proper 
enforcement more difficult. On some farms milkers regularly wash 
or brush the udders prior to milking, while on others no attention 
whatsoever is paid to this regulation, save as the inspector calls atten- 
tion to it on his round of inspection. 

The dairy-farm inspectors have made one investigation during the 
year relative to typhoid fever. 

ABATTOIR AND STOCK-YARD INSPECTION. 

Slaughtering of animals has practically ceased in the small country 
slaughterhouses of the District. A few animals are slaughtered at 
irregular times at one slaughterhouse on the Foxhall road, west of 
Georgetown. Practically all slaughtering is now done at the Ben- 
nings abattoir, where an inspector is on duty daily. 

The diseased meat sold in this city is not slaughtered in the District, 
but at outside points not under inspection. Tlie suppression of this 
menace to the public health can not be obtained until all meats sold 
in this city have either the Federal or municipal inspection stamp. 

Hog cholera. — ^Two outbreaks, with 27 deatns, occurred during the 
year, both coming from the same focus. Prompt slaughter of the 
nealthy hogs and disinfection of pens and yards stopped the spread to 
other larms.

Olanders, — ^Three horses have been destroyed for glanders during 
the year. Considering the large number of poor horses brought into 
this city from Pennsylvania, Maryland, and Virginia and sold at the 
local horse markets without any inspection or supervision whatever 
from the local health authorities, it is remarkable that the disease is 
not more prevalent. 

Raines. — ^There were 9 cases of rabies among dogs during the year. 
All of these cases were proven as true rabies by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry.

The first case admitted was an unsuccessfully vaccinated Pullman 
car porter. He was infected with smallpox by a party of Filipinos 
en route to the St. Louis Exposition. With the party he left Tacoma, 
Wash., on July 1, 1904. One of the Filipinos was sick with the dis- 
ease. Inspection by the health authorities of two States failed to 
establish a correct diagnosis, attributing the illness to ''chicken pox '' 
in one State, while " measles '^ was the report in the other. Upon the 
arrival of the party at St. Louis a correct diagnosis was made, and the 
sick was sent to the smallpox hospital, where, I am told, he died. 
Unsuccessful vaccination was done upon the infected porter and he 
was allowed to continue his journey. In due time he reached New 
York City. He wandered about tor several days, and then came 
to Washington, where confluent smallpox manifested itself and he 
was admitted to the hospital on July 19. His temperature during 
his stay at the hospital registered 111° F., the extreme limit of the 
thermometer column. The entire day of his death the registration 
was 107® F. ; this without delirium. 
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Cases 2 and 3 were traced lo Virginia. 

On October 22 a man was discovered who had been sick in July and 
had recovered. Disinfection of the premises was all that could be 
done in this case. What damage was done by this man was never 
known. 

Case 4 was infected by visitors from New York State. They went 
to Indian Head, Md.. and were there treated for smallpox. 

The 3 cases next following could not be traced. 

North Carolina contributed 2 cases in March. 

Eight cases were attributed to the infection of supposed chicken 
pox. 

On February 26 an unvaccinated man was admitted in a delirious 
condition. IIis case was discreta. Upon the certificate of his phya- 
cian he had been taken, in a coupe, to a general hospital for treatment. 
It was impossible to get a history of hia previous illness, except tba 
fact that he had been on a pnilonged spree from cocaine, Columbian 
spirits, and wood alcohol. It required force to put liim in bed and 
restraining straps to keep him there, lie talked incessantly and inco- 
herently. His t^emperature upon admission was 99|*' F. This gradu- 
ally rose to 106J° F, His death occurred twenty-four hours after hia 
admission. 

In March an imvaccinated man was admitted with advanced con- 
fluent smallpox complicated with double pneumonia. When he was 
first taken sick he was sent to a general hospital for treatment for, 
la grippe. This diagnosis was afterwards changed to measles with 
double pneumonia. His death occurred on the morning of the fourth, 
day following his admission. His infection occurred in St. Louis, 
Mo. Three miraes were infected by this case, 2 of whom had never 
been in contact with the sick man, the infection having evidently 
been carried in the clothing of parties having atlmissiun to his room. 

On April 17, at 7.30 a. m., a man reached Washington from New-- 
ark, N. J. Three hours afterwards he showed symptoms of fever. A. 
physician was called at 8 o'clock that night. He was puzzled as to th» 
diagnosis; prescribed sponging and internal medicine. At 8.30 o'clock 
the next morning he reported the case for investigation. Within an 
hour I diagnosed the case as one of hemorrhagic smallpox of the most 
virulent type. At 10.30 the same morning he was dead. The body 
was prepared for burial and taken to the hospital, where an autopsy 
did not sustain the contention of cerebro-spinal meningitis, which had 
been raised, but confirmed the diagnosis of hemorrhagic smallpo 

A case of confluent variety with pneumonia as a complication was 
admitted on April 22. His elTorts to escape from the hospital were 
unceasing, while his delirium assumed a dangerous character, delirium 
ferox. He refused all nourishment and medicine and died on the 
tliird day after his admission. 

In May an entire famflv of S was admitted, the original diagnosis 
having been la grippe and measles. The infection was supposed to 
have been brouglit from Indian Head, Md. 

One case was admitted in May, having been infected in Sturgeon 
Bay, Wis. 

Every year shows the necessity for reporting cases of varicella for 
investigation; the same apphes to measles. I have no doubt that 
varicella exists in this city the entire year; that many of these cases 
are mild smallpox and recovery follows, thereby excluding a doubt as 
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rto the diagnosis, which doubt might arise did death occur. The 
history of every outbreak of smallpox in every community can be 
tracea to a faulty diagnosis. Tliat smallpox can be mistaken for 
and treated as measles ia shown in tho fatal cases of confluent small- 
pox admitted from a general hospital during the year just closed. 
Physicians of intelligence will welcome investigations; it is the 

t self-opinionated only who will object. 
The efforts of one patient to e.scape from the hospital bv way of the 
window of the strong room, and the actual escape of another through 
the ward window, proved the necessity for more secure fastenings to 
both windows and doors. The wire screens on the windows of the 

firivate rooms are too short; they should be extended so as to cover 
he entire window frame. The ward windows should bo provided 
with substaDtial outside blinds. 

The heating plant has never given entire satisfaction. The hos- 
pital building has always been comfortable, but the first floor of the 
administration building has seldom been satisfactorily heated, not- 
wiUistanding unremitting attention has been given the firea. 

A stracture, either a tent or a portable metallic house, should be 
provided for such patients who may become excessively offensive in 
amell, as well as for those who may be afflicted with fatal forms of the 
diseaw. Time and again the odor thrown off by suppm-ating casea 
has caused convalescents to ask relief in removal from the ward, while 
the presence of a dying patient, no matter how well screened from 
si^ht in the ward with the sick, lias a most depressuig and demoral- 
izing effect upon both patients and attaches. My rule has always 
been to remove such a patient to a private room when it has been 
possible. 

The number of deaths from smallpox increases each year, and no 
|H-oyision has been made for storing these bodies while awaiting final 
dispoeition. No provision has been made for the proper preparation 
of these bodies. This, in my opinion, is a mistake, and may at some 
time cause trouble. A deadhouse is a necessity, since the presence of 
a dead body in a hospital for as long as twenty-four hours is harmful, 
while extra pay should be ^iven those actually engaged in tlie prepa- 
— tion of the tody for hunat.

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BEPOET OF THE SMOKE INSPECTOK. 

Washington, July 1, 1905. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report roiative to the 
operations under the smoke law during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1905: 

The improvement in smoke conditions in the District, referred to 
in mv last report, has continued during the year just ended, with the 
resuft that many plants which were formerly classed with the habit- 
ual violators are now practically smokeless. This has been ac^'om- 
plished in some cases by the use of smoke-consuming devices, but 
pquallj- as important in securing these good results has been the care 
exercised by the firemen at vanous plants in stoking and tending the 
fires in the furnaces. Indeed, at one of the power plants in this city 
the most radical change has been effected in smolce conditions by 
close attention to the bring, which made it possible for them to con- 
tinue operations under normal conditions for over four moijths with- 
out violation of law, while during the four months preceding the 
change almost dailv infrat^tions of the law ocfurred, resulting in 10 
prosecutions and the imposition of fines amounting to 8300. The 
engineer in charge informed me that the results obtained were far 
beyond expectations, as it was thought to be practicallv impossible 
to run the plant with the apparatus and fuel fumisned without 
repeatedly violating the law. At one of the largest Govenuiient 
buildings, which, up to February last, had been a constant and (la- 
grant violator, dense smoke has been practically eliminated by the 
efforts of an experienced fireman who was placed in charge of the 
furnace room at that time for the purpose of directing the firemen as 
to stoking and tending the fires, this change having been effected 
without the use of smoke consumers or a change of fuel. 

In the majority of cases which have come under my observation 
the emission of unlawful smoke has been due chiefly to two factors: 
Insufficient boiler capacity, necessitating the forcing of the fires, and 
careless stoking. The first cause has in some instances been offset by 
"le installation and proper handling of smoke-preventing appliances 

id careful stoking of the fires; while the remedyforthe latter appears 
be a constant su])er\'ision of tliose engaged in stoking and tending 
the furnaces. 

Prior to September, 1904, an effort was made to keep a given stack 
or a group of given stacks under observation for a period of one week 
and ihfl course to be pursued by the health department with respect to 
any given establishment made dependent upon the entire week's 
oMen'ations, taken In connection with the general record of the 
establishment under consideration. In the month named this prau- 
ice was discontinued and from that time action in each case - 
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based upon the result of each day's observation, taken into consider- 
ation with the general record of the stack, and not upon thf observa- 
tions of onii week. The result has been that tlie ins]>ector has been 
able to scatter his observations over a lai^er territory and possibly 
over a larger number of stacks. 

Prior to April I>>, 11104, renorts of observations of illegal smoke 
were transniitted weekly to Iiie owners of plants as a warning, but 
since that date such reports have been sent out daily. In many 
cases the forwarding of such reports resulti'd in the conditions whicn 
produced such emissions being remedied. 

In December last the practice of referring cases once a we*k to the ■ 
corporation counsel for prosecution in the police court was discontin- 
uea and since that time informations have each day beeu submitted 
to the court covering violations noted the preceding day, Wliilo this 
has resulted in a more speedy settlement of the cases, it has requiredt 
the smoke inspector to spend a ^eater amount of his time in attend- 
ance upon trials in proportion to the number of cases prosecuted. 

Important decisions were rendered by ihe cuurt of appeals during 
the current year regarding the applii-abilily ..f ilie smoke law t.o 
United States Government nuildings ami hjuiiIpiu'IiI houaos or "flat" 
buildings. Cases brought against the o\\ twrs umi occiiimnis uf build- 
ings of this character, in wdiich the police court held! that the law 
applied, were appealed to the higher court, which after due consider- 
ation sustained the action uf the trial court. 

Inquiry at the Post-Oltice Dtyjiirtmcnt, the General Land Office,, 
and the Government Printing OUice elicited the information that 
immediately after the beginning qf the (i.'icfti yetir 1905-0 the us? of 
bituminous coal will be discontinued and anthracite coal used in ita 
stead, wliich under normal conditions should remove these establish- 
ments from the list of smoke ofi'enders. The Bureau of EugraTing< 
and Printing and the Treasury Department have already, by methods' 
of proper stoking and the use of smoke-consuming devices, brought 
their plants within the law. About the first of the present calendar 
year hard coal was substituted at the navy-yard for the fuel formerly 
used, and since that time no violations of the smoke law have been:, 
observed. With these changes elfect^d the smoke nuisance from the 
United States Government buildings will be practically eliminated.

Of the cases which were referred to the corporation counsel duriiif 
the past fiscal year 14 are still pending awaiting trial in the police 
court. 

The total amount of fines paid or collateral forfeited during the 
fiscal year just ended was $4,150, of which amount $90 was paid in 
cases pending at the close of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1904. 

The increase in the amount of fines collected and collaterals for- 
feited is due principally, of course, to the increase in the number of 
prosecutions brouglit; but the unusual revenue realized from this 
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H source has been influeiioed greatly by the fact that about the first of 
^ the calendar year the court discootimiod the practice then prevailing 
of allowing offenders (no matter how often they were brought into 
court for infractions of the smoke law) to forfeit collateral m the sum 
of $10 — the amount of the minimum fine in the smoke law — and aa 
habitual offenders were bn)ught into court higher penalties were 
imposed, the maximum fine, $100, being assessed in 1 case. 

It will be noted that the number of violations reported is nearly 
twice that for the previous year. This increase is accounted for by 
reason of the fact that one of the power plants, which had been here- 
tofore a chronic offender, has been given a daily observation for about 
seven months; that the stack of a certain steam laundry, from which 
dense smoke emitted to the alleged injury of the art collection in the 
Corcoran Gallery of Art, has been observed daily for three months 
and a half; that the change in making general observations of stacks 
h&s allowed the inspector more time to devote to habitual offenders, 
to more regularly observe the stacks of plants complained of, and to 
discover violators who had escaped the attention of the department; 
and to the fact that the inspector has been required, in order to keep 
pace with the unusual amount of work incident to this service, to 
perform duty before, during, and after regular office hours, and at 
times on Sundays also.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to present the following report of the 
operations of the pound serWce for the year ending June 30, 1905; 

The accompanying table shows that we impounded 12 horses, 4 
cows, I goat, 3,1.30 dogs, and 1,095 cats; total, 4,251. These 4,251 
animals were disposed of as follows: Redeemed. 314; sold. 114; 
returned without fee, 5, and killed, 3,S18. From the foregoing 
statement you wiU observe that we impounded 484 more dogs and 548 
more cats than were impounded last vear, and a total of 1.023 animals 
more than in the previous year. The large increase in the total of 
animals impounded may 6e accounted for by the fact that we 
responded to 1,662 requests to remove dogs and cats. These requests 
were received by mail, telephone, and by casualty reports from 
the police department. They came from aU parts of the District of • 
Columbia, and on tliis account there was not a working day in the 
year that we did not gather in some animals. The increase in the 
number of dogs impounded is due to the decrease in the numbor of 
other domestic animals, for on account of very few horses, mules, 
cows, hogs, goats, and geese that are found astray we are able to 
give our entu'e attention to the impounding of stray and untagged 
dogs in the District of Columbia, and I repeat that there are fewer 
stray dogs in the District of Columbia than at any previous time; 
and from my observations in other cities I beheve that local condi- 
tions compare favorably with those elsewhere. To accomplish the 
above-mentioned result it was necessary to keep our horses and 
laborers on the move from early morning until late in the evening 
and very few of the 1 ,662 calls received were not attended to oa the 
same day of their receipt. 

The disposal of 1.095 cats during the past year, an increase of 
548 over the number disposed of in me previous year, shows that the 
citizens are acting upon our advice and are boxing these animals 
ready for removal by the noundinen when they call- I am of the 
opinion that this work will continue to increase to such an extent 
that it will require a horse, wagon, and driver exclusively for tho 
collection or cats. As this is the only way in which to abate the cat 
nuisance, I recommend that provision be made for the employment 
of two cxira laborers during our busiest season of the year, from 
May 1 to November t, and one horse and wagon during the entiro 
year, as the distance we have to go each day is too great and the work 
too hard for the two horses now in the pound service to endure. 
Moreover, if either of these two horses breaks down it will cripple 
the si'n.'ice and we will be compelled to hire a horse to satsify the * 
demand now made of us. 
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The pound service consists of 1 pound master. 1 police officer, 
detailed to prevent interference with the work of tlie pound men, and 
4 lahorera. This force is required to cover the entire District of 
Columbia, and has not hcen increased sine* it was first oi^anizcd, 
although the population of the District has nearly doubled sine* 
that time, and the area for impounding unimals extended from the 
city iiniits to tlie entire District of Columbia. In order to accomplish 
what is ahowTi in the accompanying table this small force is often 
compelled to work from twelve to fourteen hours a day. They 
have, too, become expert in tiie use of the net in captiuing dogs. 
For their services they receive J40 per month, wliich is much less 
than any expert laborer under tlie local government receives. Con- 
sidering theu' long hoius of duty and tlie fad that they are often 
called out on Sundays and legal liolidays, I believe it due to them 
that their pay he increased $10 a month so as to provide for the 
pound 4 laborers at $600 a year eacli. Wlien we consider the revenue 
derived from tlie dog tax and from pound lees, due to the efficient 
pound service, you will, I am sure, see tht^ justice of the plea 1 make 
for these men. 

For last year the revenues mentioned above were as lollows: 

From dog taxes tl7, 813. 06 

From pound fees 630. 7G 

From pound Bales , 226.00 

Total 18,669.80 

The amount collected for the past ten years from these sources 
was $168,07?. 14, and in the year 1904-5, $18,669.80, a total of 
$l!S[i,741.94. I did not refer back to the year 1878, when the present 
pound law went into efTect, as the amounts collected each year since 
1S7S vary very little. I present these figures merely to show that 
we are more than self-sustaining, and therefore renew my yearly 
recommendation for the much-needed new poimd and health office 
stables. I can only repeat what I said in my preA'ious report: 



The woodrn structure called the dog poimd, built b; the late board of health in the center 
of Twenty-lhird alrwt and New York nvpmie NW. thirty-four years ago, has, with the 
exception of a fi'w new bottrda and sonio whitewash, changed very little, end is a diagrace 
■a a public building in the nat iotial capital. Tile hedth aS&ixr ns early as 1878 recommended 
the building of b new pound, and said recommendation has been renewed in each succeeding 
annual report of the health department, I trust that this appeal to Congress will be taTor- 
ably ftctod upon and an approprialion made sufiicient to iHiild a modem pound. It is nov 
a case of emergency, and can not be put off any longer. Wo will either have to rebuild on 
the present site or, if a sufficient amount is appropriated, buy a new site and build then>. 

We have official knowledge of 20 persons being bitten by dogs 
during the past fiscal year; we removed 24 dead dogs to the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the Agricultural Department un examination on 
account of ha^Tug bitten persons and supposed to be mad. The 
inoculation experiments proved that 9 of these dogs were suffering 
from rabies; the balance proved negative? 

I have repeatedly called attention to the necessity for a night watch- 
man at the pound. At present the pound and it« contents are entirely 
unprotected at night, and while wc have all these years been immune 
from burglars and other casualties, it is not too late now to provide 
what we ouglit to have had long ago. I therefore recouunend that 
in the next estimates a niglit watc'hman for the pound be provided 
for at a salary of $30 per month. 
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The clerical work pf the pound sendee consists of keeping a record 
of animals impounded; making daily, weekly, montlily, quarterly. 
and annual reports; keeping a record of requests for the removal or 
animals from different parts of the District of Columbia; keeping a 
record of meat furnished dail}^ as food for dogs; giving a receipt to 
each person for the amount paid as pound fees; and the indorsement 
of each communication pertaining to the pound service ; all of which 
is performed by myself in addition to my other duties. The result is 
that I have worked long hours each day and have been unable to take 
any leave during the summer months. As mentioned above the 
demands upon the pound service are increasing each year, and I again 
reconmiena that a deputy pound master be appointed at a salary of 
$1,000 per annum, to assist in the above-mentioned duties.

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REPORT OF TSE MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Washington, June SO, 1905. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
work performed in connection with the medical inspection of public 
schools for the year ending June 30, 1905. 

As in the preceding year, the schools were looked after by 12 
medical inspectors. Seven white male and 1 white female inspect- 
ors were assigned to the white schools, the female inspector's duties, 
however, including the high schools, the normal scnools, and the 
manual-training schools, both white and colored, and 4 colored 
inspectors, assigned to the colored schools. 

Certain amendments to the regulations governing the medical 
inspection of schools were promulgated by the health officer and 
duly approved bv the board of education and by the Commissioners. 
It Is recommended that these regulations be printed in the forth- 
coming annual report, so that they may be recorded permanently in 
a form accessible to the public. 

During the year 9,410 visits were made to school huildinps and 
212 visits made to pupils at their homes. Ten thousand seven hun- 
dred and seventeen pupils were examined, of which 926 were excluded 
from school for cause. The number of pupils readmitted to school 
during the year was 7,839, The following table shows the cause of 
exclusion :

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A comparisoD of these figures with those of last year shows that 
IS.") less pupils were excluded from the white sehnols this year on 
account of pediculosis than during the last session. I am" of tho 
opinion tliat this result was brougnt about largely by the constant 
watchfidnesa on the part of both the medical inspectors and teach- 
ers and the prompt exclusion from school of all who were found to 
be afTected with that disease. 

The number of exclusions for diphtheria in the wnite schools 
increased from 6 in 15)03-4 to 56 during the year just closed. This 
increase was due to undiagnosed cases of the disease attending tne 
school sessions. Notwithstanding this lat^e increase in the whit« 
schools, only 2 cases were excluded for this cause from the colored 
schools. 

The outbreak of German measles during the session of 1903—1 
practically disappeared during the present year, there being only 3 
white andi 2 colored pupils excluded for this cause during the entire 
year, as against IKl cases the preceding year. 

Toward the close oi the school term smallpox made its appearance 
among the pupils attenduig one of the white schools located in the 
southeast portion of the city. As a result of this small outbreak a 
large percentage of the children attending the school were tem- 
porarily kept awav from school by their parents. In some of the 
rooms very few scholars continued in attendance. The first case of 
the disease developed in a house in which 5 children lived that 
attended the public schools; the patient, however, a girl about 16 
years of ape, did not attend school. This girl had been sick with 
the disease for about tliree weeks prior to the fact becoming known 
Id the heaith department, the diagnosis in the case being made by 
the attenduig physician as chicken pox. During the time this girl 
was sick a number of children living in the neighborhood and who 
attended school were permitted to pass in and out of the infected 
premises, and in this manner spread the disease. Every effort was 
made by the school-inspection force, acting in conjunction with the 
regular force of the health department, fo staimi out this mild out- 
break, and I am pleased to reporL that their efforts were soon suc- 
cessfid. It may be of interest lo note that as a result of the system- 
atic exclusion from school of all pupils who were known to have 
been exposed to tne disease, or who were believed to have been so 
exposed, no case developed among the children while attending 
school, although several cases developed among the children who 
had previously been excluded by the health department. I desire 
to call attention to the fact that of all the persons who were attacked 
with the disease not one of them had ever been successfully vac- 
cinated. This condition would, therefore, seem to einphasi/.e the 
importance of increased watchfulness on the part of teachers and 
medical inspectors to see that all children are successfully vaccinated 
before being admitted to school. 
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The following tablo shows the number of leases in which treatment T 
was advised by the medical inspectors: I 
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A physical exanunation of 127 pupils (66 white and 61 colored) in 
the high and manual training schools, who were candidates for admis- 
sion to the normal schools, resulted in a recommendation that 2 of the 
white candidates l>e rejected on account of physical tfisabilities, which 
rendered them unable to properly perform tlieir duties as teachers. 
Of the total number examined it was found that the eyesight of 15 (4 
white and 11 colored) were defective and required correction by 
glasses, although the pupils were not aware of the existence of such 
defect prior to the exanunation. 

Sixteen applicants lor positions as teachers in the kindergarten 
schools were subjected to a physical examination, all of whom appeared 
to be physically able to perform the duties of teachers. 

Durmg the year the board of education, upon the recommendation 
of the health (tepartment, caused the desks in at least one school to be 
changed so that the pupils occupying these desks would sit with their 
backs to the light and not have the bright light shine directly m thcdr 
faces as heretofore.

ststiona in the Distriul of Columbia. 
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Be it enacted by the Semite and Rouse ofRepresenUitives of the United 
States of America in Coriffreasasseynbled, That the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered 
to construot and establish, in the city of Washington, District of 
Columbia, two public convenience stations, each of the same to afford 
accommodations for twenty males and ten females. 

Sec. 2. That the said public convenience stations shall be located on 
public space to be selected by the said Commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, And the jurisdiction and control of such portion of any 
public reservation so selected as shall be required for tne location of 
sucli stations and their approaches is hereby transferred from the Chief 
of Engineers of the United States Army to the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, sucli transfer to take effect from the date of notice 
by the said Commissioners to the Chief of En^neers of the United 
States Army of the location of sites of such stations. 

Sec, 3. iTiat upon the construction and establishment of said public 
convenience stations the said Commissioners aio further authorized 

I and empowered to make all necessary rules and regulations for the 
management of the same, as well as to fix the charge, if any, to be 

' made for the use of these conveniences. 

Sec, 4. That for the purpose of constructing and estabhshing the 

I said public convenience stations, the sum of fifty thousand dollars, or . 
so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated, to be 
immediately available, and to be expended by said Conmiissioners, 
And for the purpose of care and maintenance of the same during the 
fiscal year ending June thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, the sum 
of five thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, is

passage of this Act, and to physicians who may change their residence 
to the District of Columoia from any State or Territory where med- 
ical laws and medical examining boards exist, the presentatiou of a 
certificate or license from a medical examining board, if found upon 
due inquiry to be true and genuine, being sumeient evidence of ngbt 
to registration and certification under the provisions of tliia Act: Pro- 
vided, That the medical laws and examining boards of such States and 
Territories grant equal rights and recognition to the licentiates of the 
board herein created," and by inserting in lieu thereof, after section 
eight, the following: 

" Sec. 8a. That the board of medical supervisors of the District of 
Columbia be, and is hereby, authorized and directed to license to prac- 
tice medicine and surgery in said District, without examination, any 
applicant for such license who has been engaged in the practice of 
medicine and surgery in any other jurisdiction, whether a btate. Ter- 
ritory, or insular possession of the United States, or a foreign country, 
subject to the following conditions: 

" a. No applicant shall be licensed who is not of good moral charac- 
ter and free from mental defects and drug habits liable to interfere 
with the proper practice of medicine and surgery; 

"b. Nor wno, at the time of making application, and for not less 
than two years prior to the date thereof, has not been lawfully author- 
ized to practice medicine and surgery, and actually engaged in such 
practice^ in the jurisdiction wherein he resides; 

"c. Nor unless the applicant acquired the right to practice medi- 
cine and surgery in such jurisdiction under conditions equivalent to 
those with whicn he would have ha<l to comply in order then to Iiave 
practiced medicine and surgery in the District of Columbia; 

" d. Nor unless the jurisdiction, by virtue of whose license the appli- 
cant seeks exemption from examination in the District of Columbia, 
grants to licentiates of the board of medical supervisors of said Dis- 
trict privileges equivalent to those which the applicants seeks; 

" e. Nor until tne applicant has paid to the board of medical super- 
visors aforesaid such fee as may be fixed and required by the regula- 
tions of said board, but not more than the fee charged under similar 
circumstances by the jurisdiction by virtue of whose license the appli- 
cant seeks exemption from examination. 

"And said board of medical supervisors is further authorized and 
directed to issue in favor of its licentiates such certificates, if any, as 
may be necessary to enable such licentiates, without examination, to 
obtain licenses to practice medicine and surgery in other jurisdic- 
tions, and to collect for the issue of such certificates such fees as may 
be necessary to defray the cost of issuing the same and to use sucn 
fees for that purpose. 

"And said board of medical supervisors is further authorized to 
determine all matters of fact required to be determined in the execu- 
tion of the provisions of this section." 

Approveu, January 19, 1905. 
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October 6, 1904. 

Ordered, That "An ordinance to prevent the sale of unwholesome 
food in the cities of Washington and Georgetown, as amended by 
Commissioners' order of January' 2, 1902. and April 21, 1903," is 
hereby further amended by adding; thereto the following: 

"Sec. 6b. That no occupant of any building, room, stand, stall, 
or other place in the Distnct of Columbia where cattle, sheep, hogs, 
poultry, or other animals are slauehlered or killed, and no occupant 
of any building, room, stand, stall, or other place in said District 
where milk, game, poultry, fish, vegetables, fruits, groceries, or other 
articles of food are prepared, kept, sold, or offered for sale, shall per- 
mit such place or any appurtenance thereto to be unnecessarily 
unclean and unwholesome. No person who slaughters or kills in 
s&id District any cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, or other animal, and 
no person who prepares, keeps, sells, or oilers for sale any meat, 
game, poultry, nah, vegetables, fruits, groceries, or other article or 
food, snail permit any implement, knife, measure, or utensil used in 
connection therewith to be unnecessarily unclean or unwholesome 
or in unfit condition for use in connection with the slaughtering or 
killing of cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry, or other animals, or for the 
preparation, keeping, selling, offering for sale, and delivery of meat, 
game, poultry, hsh, vegetables, fruits, groceries, or other articles of 
food. 

Any person who violates any of the provisions of this regulation 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a Ime of not more than 
twenty-five dollars for each and every offense,"
